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HOUSE REPUBLICANS ARE 
WHOLLY UNABLE TO AGREE 


Foreign Affairs Committee Considers the President’s 
Message Without Agreeing. 


Washington, April 11.—The republican members of the house foreign affairs 


committee held session all afternoon today to reach an agreement. 


It is under- 


stood many of the members whose views heretofore have been pronounced in 
favor of independence and intervention in stating their position at this informal 
meeting announced an almost complete change of position. These, it is understood, 


include Representative Adams, 


of Pennsylvania, now acting chairman of the com- 


mittee, and Representative Quigg, of New York. 

The meeting was very stormy and some exciting discussions occurred. The 
most pronounced sentiment in the committee in favor of immediate intervention 
and the recognition of independence from Spanish rule was voiced by Representa- 
tive Pearson, of North Carolina; William Alden Smith, of Michigan; Heatwole, of 
Minnesota, and Gillette, of Massachusetts. a 

There were numerous resolutions drafted and offered for the action of the com- 
mittee as different in character and wording as there were members present, but 


there was no action beyond their formulation, 


submission and discussion. The 


nearest success at agreement was made in the consideration of a resolution by Mr. 
Henry, of Indiana, for immediate intervention and the establishment of a stable 
goverignent by the choice of the people of Cuba, and another by Mr. Smith, of 
Michigan, for immediate intervention, the expulsion of Spain from the island and 
the formulation of a government by the people of Cuba. 

The steering committee of nine, elected by the conference of republican Cuban 
sympathizers in the house, met today and appointed a special committee of three 
to secure a statement of the position of the two foreign committees in congress. 
The committee consists of Representatives Joy, of Missouri; Tawney, of Minne- 


sota, and Lorimer, of Illinois. 


Their instructions were to ascertain what the com- 


mittees of both houses proposed to do, and then report for the consideration of the 


conference.

The full foreign affairs committee of the house will meet at 10 o’clock tomorrow 


morning, when the president’s message will be taken up. 


It is probable that the 


special committee will have decided what it shall report to the Cuban conference. 
A meeting may be called for tomorrow afternoon to outline the action they favor.

Washington, April 11.—The Spanish min- 
ister, Senor Poo, has written a letter to 
Henry E. Burton, of Middletown, Conn., 
which, personal in character, presents the 
Spanish position from his standpoint. it 
was in response to a letter from Mr. Bur- 
ton commending the recent interview of 
the minister asking for fair play and a 
consideration of both sides of the case.

Washington, April i1L—The president of 


the United States transmitted to congress. 


today the following message on the Cuban 
situation and the Maine affair: 

To the Congress of the United States— 
Obedient to that precept of the constitution 
which commands the president to give 
from time to time to the congress informa- 
tion of the state of the union and to recom- 
mend to their consideration measures as 
he shall judge necessary and expedient, it 
becomes my duty now to address your 
body with regard to the grave crisis thut 
has arisen in the relations of the United 
States to Spain by reason of the warfare 
that for more than three years has raged 
in the neighboring island of Cuba. 

I do so because of the intimate connec- 
tion of the Cuban question with the state 
of our own union amd the grave relation 
to the course which it is now incumbent 
upon the nation to adopt must needs bear 
to the traditional policy of our govern- 
ment if it is to accord with the precepts 
laid down by the founders of the repubiiec 
aud religiously observed by succeeding ad- 
ministretions to the present day. 

The present revolution is but the 
successor of other similar insurrections 
which have occurred in Cuba against 
the dominion of Spain, extending over 
a period of nearly half a century, each 
of which, during its progress has sub- 
jected the United States to great effort 
and expense in accoriing its neutral- 
ity laws, caused enormous losses to 
American trade and commerce, caused 
circulation, annoyance and disturbance 
among our citizens and by the exercise 
of cruel, barbarous and uncivilized 
practices of warfare, shocked the sen- 
sibilities and offended the humane 
sympathies our people. 

- Since the present revolution began 
in February, 1895, this country has 
seen the fertile Comain at our thres- 
hold ravaged by fire and sword in the 
course of a struggle unequaled in the 
history of the isfand and rarely paral- 
leled as to the ntimber of combatants 
and the bitterness of the contest by 


any revolution of modern times where 


a dependent people, striving to be free, 
have been opposei by the power of the 


sovereign state. 


Our people have beheld a once prosperous 
community reduced to comparative want, 
it< lucrative commerce virtually paralyzed, 
its exceptional productiveness diminished, 
its fields laid waste, ite mills in ruins and 
{ts people perishing by tens of thousands 
from hunger and destiution. 

We have found ourselves constrained, 
in observance of that strict neutrality 
which our laws enjoin, what the laws of 
nations command, to police our own 
waters and wateh our own seaports to 
prevent any unlawful act in aid of the 
Cubans. Ovr trade has suffered;, the 
capital invested by our citizens in Cuba 
has been largely Jost. and the temper- 
ance and forbearance of our people 
have been so sorely tried as to beget a 
perilous unrest among our own citi- 
zens. which has inevitably found'tts ex- 

fram t.me ts time in the mA - 
tional legislature, so that issues wholly 
externa] to our own body politic engross 
attention and stand im the way of that 
close devotion to domestic advancement 
that becomes. a self-contained common- 
wealth whose primal maxim has been 
the avoidanee of all foreign entangle- 
ments. All this must needs awaken, 
and has. indeed. aroused the utmost 
concern on the part of this government 
as well during my predecessor's term as 
in my own. 

Tells What Cleveland Did. 

In April, 189, the evils from which our 
country suffered through Cuban war be- 
eame so onerous that my predecessor made 
an effort to bring about peace through 
"the mediation of this government in any

' Consider any form of mediation or, indeed, 


of any plan of settlement which did not 
begin with the actual submission of the 
insurgents to the mother country, and then 
only on such terms as Spain herself might 
see fit to grant. The war continued una- 
bated. 

The resis‘ance of the insurgents was in 
now'se diminisher. 

The efforts of Soain were increased bv 
the dispatches of fresh levies to Cuba 
and by the addition to the horrors of 
the strife of a new and tnhuman phase 
unprecedented in the modern history 
of civilized Christian peoples. 

The policy of devastation and concentrs- 
tion inaugurated by the captain genera} 
in October -1, 189%, in the province of 
Pinar del Rio. was thence extended to em- 
brace all of the island to which the power 
of the Spanish arms was able to reach by 
occupation or by military operations. 

“The veasantry, including ail dwelling in 
the open agricultura} interior. were driven 
into-garison towns or isolated places held 
by troeps. The razing movement in ihe 
provinces Was inaugurated. Fields 
were laid waste, dwellings unroofed 
and fired. mills destroyed and, in shert, 
everything that could desolate the land and 
render it unfit for human habitation or sup- 
port was condemned by order of one of the 
ceentending parties and executed by aii the 
powers at their disposal. 

By the time the present administration 
took effect a year ago. reconeentration— 
60-called—had ‘been made effective over the 
better part of thea four central or western 
provinces, Santa Clara, Matanzas, Ha- 
vana and Pinar de! Rio. The agricultural 
population to the estimated number of 300,- 
000 or more was herded within the towns 
and their immediate vicinage, deprived fam- 
llies of support, rendered destiiute of shel- 
ter, left poorly clad and exposed to the 
most unsanitary conditions. The scarcity 
of food increased with devastation of the 
populated areas and.the destruction and 
want became misery and starvation, 

Death Rate Increases. 

Month by month the death rats 
ed in an alarming ratio. By March, 1897, 
according to conservative’ estimates from 
Official Spanish sources, the mortality 
among the reconcentradoeés from starvation 
and the diseaseS thereto incident, exceeded 
oO per of their number. Prac- 
tical relief was accorded to the destitute. 

The overburdened towns, already 

suffering from the general dearth, 
could give no aid. So-called ‘‘zones 
of cultivation” established within the 
immediate area of effective military 
controP about the cities and fortified 
camps proved illusory as a remedy for 
the suffering. The unfortunates, be- 
ing for the most part women and chil- 
dren with aged and helpléss men, en- 
fecbled by disease and hunger, could 
not have tilled the soil, without tools, 
sced or shelter, for their own support 
oy for thd supply of the cities. 


Reconcentration adopted avowedly as a 
war measure in order to cut off the re- 
sources of the insurgents worked its pre- 
destined result. As I said in my message 
of last December, it was not civilized war- 
fare; it was extermination. The only peace 
it could beget wus that of the ovilderness 
and the grave. 

Meanwhile the military 
the island had undergone a 
change.

Even thus 
pa:tially restricted, the revolutionists 
held their own and their conquest and 
submission, put forward by Spain as 
the essential and sole basis of peace, 
seemed as far distant as at the outset. 

In this state of affairs my administra- 
tion found itself confronted with the grave. 
problem of its duty. My message of last 
December reviewed the situation and nar- 
rated the steps taken with a view of reliev- 
ing its acuteness and dpening the nway to 
some form of honorable settlement. 

The assassination of the prime minister, 
Canovas, led to a change of government 
in Spain. The former administration 
pledged to subjugation without concession 
gave place to thatwf a more liberal party, 
committed long in advance to a policy of 
reform involving the wider principle of 
home rule for Cuba and Porto Rico. 

The overtures of this government 

through its new envoy, General W. 
ford, and looking to an immediat 
effective amelioration of the con 
of the island, although not accept 
the extent of admitted mediation in : 
shape, were met by assurances that 
home rule, in an advanced phase, would 
be forthwith offered to Cuba, without 
waiting for the war to end, and that 
more humane methods should thence- 
forth prevail in the conduct of hostili- 
ties. 

Coincidentally with these declara- 
tions, the new government of Spain 
continued and completed the policy 
already begun by its predecessor, of 
testifying friendly regard for this 1a- 
tion by releasing American citizens 
held under one charge or another con- 
nected with the insurrection, so that 
by the end of November not 4 singte 
person entitled in any way to our na- 
tional protection, remained in a Span- 
ish prison. 

While these negotiations were in pro- 
gress’ the increasing destruction of +the 
unfortunate reconcentrados and the alarn- 
ing mortality among them claimed earnest 
attention. The success which had attend- 
ed the limited measure of relief extended 
to the suffering American citizens among 
them by the judicious expenditure through 
the consular agengies of the money appro- 
priated expressly for their succor by the 
joint resolution approved May 24, 1897, 
prompted the humane extension of a sim- 
ilar scheme of aid to the great body of 
sufferers. A suggestion to this end was ac- 
quiesced in by the Spanish authorities.

Of the Relief Work. 
The efforts of that committee have been 
untiring and accomplished much, 
Arrangements for free transportation 
to Havana have greatly aided the char- 
itable work. The president of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross and representatives of 
Other contributory organizations have 
Fenerously visited Cuba and co-operated 
with the consul general and the local 
authorities to make effective distribu- 
tion of the relief collected through the 
efforts of the central committee. Near- 
ly $200,000 in money and supplies has 
already reached the sufferers, and more 
is forthcoming. The supplies are admit- 
ted duty free and tra»sportation to the 
interior has heen arranged so that the 
relief, at first necessarily confined to 
mMavana and the larger cities, is now 
extended through most, if not all, the 
towns where suffering exists. Thou- 
sands of lives have already been saved.

Woodford Explains. 


The action

in the Spanish memorandum; but from 
General Woodford's preliminary reports ot 
preliminary discussions, preceding the final 
conference, it is understood the Spanisn 
government stands ready to give the in-

peace with the insurgents, whether direct- 
iy or indirectiy it does not appear. With 
this last Overture in the direction of peace 
and its disappointing reception by Spain, 
the executive was brought to the end of his 
effort. 

In my annual message of December last, 
I said: 


“Of the untried measures these re- 
main only: Recognition of tue insur- 
gents as belligerents; recognition of 
the independence of Cuba; neutral in- 
tervention to end the war by imposing 
a rational compromise hetwee.n tne 
contestants and intervention in ravor 
of one or the other party. I[ speax not 
of forcible annexation, for that cannut 
be thought of. That, by our cote of 
morality, would be criminal ageres- 
sion.”’ 


Thereupon I reviewed these alternatives 
in the light of Pref™dent Grant's measured 
words, uttered in 1875, when after seven 
years of sanguinary, destructive and cruel 
hostilities in Cuba, he reached the conclu- 
sion that the recognition of the independ- 
ence of Cuba was impracticable and inde- 
fensible; and that the recognition of bel- 
ligerence was not Warranted by the facts 
to the tests of public law. I 
comment especially upon the latter aspect 
of the question, pointing out the incon- 
veniences and positive dangers of a recognl- 
tion of belligerence, which, while adding 
to the already onerous burdens of neutral- 
ity within our own jurisdiction, could not 
in any way extend our influence of ef- 
fective offices in the territory of hostilities. 

Nothing has since occurred to change 
my view on this regard, and I recognize 
fas fully now as then that the issuance of 
a proclamation of neutrality, By which 
process the so-called recognition of bellig- 
erence is published, could. of itself, and 
unattended by other action. accomplish

He Quotes Jackson. 


Turning to the question of recognizing 
at this time the independence of the pres- 
ent insurgent government iCuba, we find 
safe precedents in our history from an early 
day. They are well summed up in Presi- 
dent Jackson’s mesSage to congress Decem- 
ber 21, 1836, on the subject of the recogni- 
tion of the independence of Texas. He 
said: 

‘In all the contests that have arisen out 
of France, out of the disputes relative to 
the crowns of Portugal and Spain, out of 


the separation of the Americen possessions 
of both from the European governments 
and out of the numerous and constantly 
occurring struggles for dominion in Spanish 
America, s0 wisely consistent with our 
just principles has been the action of our 
government that we have, under the most 
critical circumstances, avoided all censure 
and encountered no other evil than that 
produced by a transient estrangement of 
good will in those against whom we have 
been by force of evidence compeiled to 
decide, 

‘it has thus made known to the world 
that the uniform policy and practices of 
the United States is to avoid all interfer- 
ence in disputes which merely relate to 
the internal government of other nations, 
and eventually to recognize the authority 
of the prevailing party without reference 
to our particular intercsts and views or 
to the merits of the original controversy. 

“But on this as on every trying occasion, 
safety is to be found in a rigid adherence 
to principle. 

“In the contest between Spain and the 
revolted colonies we stood aloof and wait- 
ed not only until the ability of the new 
States to protect themselves was fully 
established, but until tne danger of their 
being again subjugated had entirely pass- 
ed away. Then, and not until then, were 
they recognized. Such was our course in 
regard to Mexico herself. Aq 

Texas Case Reviewed. 

“It is true that with regard to Texas the 
civil authority of Mexico has been ex- 
pelled, its invading army defeated, the 
chief of the republic himself captured, and 
all present power to control the newly 
organized government of Texas annihilated 
within its confines. But, on the other 
hand, there is, in appearance, at least, an 
immense disparity of physical force on the 
side of Texas. The Mexican republic, under 
another executive is rallying its forces 
under a new leader, and menacing a fresh 
invasion to recoved its lost dominion. 

“TTpon the issue of this threatened in- 
vasion, the independence of Texas may 
be considered as suspended; and were there 
nothing peculiar in relative situation of 
the United States and Texas, even ac- 
knowledgment of its independence at such 
a crisis could scarcely be regarded as con- 
sistent with that prudent reserve with 
which we have hitherto held ourselves 
bound to treat all similar questions.” 

Thereupon Andraw Jackson proceeded to 
consider the risk there might be imputed 
to the United States’ motives of selfish in- 
terest In view of the former claim on our 
part to the territory of Texas and the 
avowed purpose of the Texans in seeking 
recognition of independence as an incident 
to the incorporation of Texas in the union; 
concluding thus: 

* “Prudence, therefore, 
that we should stand aloof and maintain 
our present attitude if” not umt!l Mexico 
itself or one of the great foreign powers 
shAll recognize the independence of the 
new government, at least until the lapse 
of time and 'tthé course of events ehal! 
have proved beyond cavil or dispute the 
ability of the people of that county to 
mainitain their senarate sovereignty and 
to uphold the government instituted by 
them. Neither of the contending parties 
can justly complain of this course. By 
pursuing it we wre but carrying out the 
long established policy of our govern- 
ment, a policy whiah has secured to us 
respect and influence abroad and inspired 
confidence at home.”’ 

These are the words of the resolute and 
patriotic Jackson. They are evidence that 
the United States in addition to the test 
imposed by public law as to the condition 
of the recognition of independence by a 
neutral state, to-wit, that the. revolted 
state “shail constitute in fact a body poll- 
tic, having a government in substance as 
well as in name pessessed of the ele- 
ments of staibility’’ and forming de ficto 
if ieft to itself, a state among the nations, 
reasonabiy capable of discharging the du- 
ties of a state, and has imposed for its 
own governance in dealing with cases like 
these the further condition that recogni- 
tion of independence of that statehood is 
not due to a revolted dependency until the 
danger of its being subjugated by the par- 
ent state is entirely passed away. 

Congress Had Faith in Jackson. 
This extreme test was in fact applied 

in. the case of Texas. In congress, to 
whom President Jackson referred the ques- 
tion as one “probably leading to war’ and 
therefore a proper subject for a “previous 
understanding with that body by whom 
War aione can tbe declared and by whom 
all the provisions for sustaining its perils 
must be furnished,” left the matter of the 
recognition of Texas to the discretion ‘of 
the executive, providing merely for the 
sending of a diplomatic: agent when the 
president should be satisfied that the re- 
public of Texas “thas become an independ- 
ent state.,’’ 

It was so recognized by President Van 
Buren, who commissioned a charge d'af- 
faires March 7, 1887, after Mexican aban- 
doned the attempt to reconquer the Texan 
territory, and when there was at the time 
no “‘bona fide’’ contest going on between 
the insurgent province and its former sovy- 
eréign. 

I said in my message of December last: 

“It is to be seriously considered whether 
the Cuban insurrection possesses beyond 
dispute the attributes.of statehood which 
alone can demand the ‘recognition of bel- 
ligerency in its favor.”’ 

The same requirements must certainly 
be no less seriously considered when the 
graver issue of rocognizing independence 
is in question, for no less positive test can 
be applied to the greater act than to the 
lesser; while on the other hand the infiu- 
ences of the struggle upo. the internal 
policy of the recognizing state, which form 
important factors where the recognition of 
belligerency is concerned, are secondary, 
if not rightly eliminable factors when the 
real question is whether the community 
claiming recognition or is not Independeit 
beyond peradventure. 

Nor from the standpoint of experience 
do I think it would he wise or prudent 
for this government to recognize at the 
present time the independence of the 
so-called Cuban republic. Such recog- 
nition is not necessary in order to en- 
able the United States to intervene and 
pacify the island. To commit this coun- 
try now to the recognition of any par- 
ticular government in Cuba might sub- 
ject us to embarrassing conditions of 
international obligations toward the 
organization so recognized. 

In case of intervention, our conduct would 
be subject to the approval or disapproval 
of such government. We would be required 
to submit to its direction and to assume 
to it the mere relation of a friendly ally. 
When it shall appear hereafter that there 
is within the island a government capable 
of performing the duties and discharging 
the functions of a separate nation, and hay- 
ing as a metter of fact, in the proper forms 
and attributes of nationality, such govern- 
ment can be promptly and readily recog- 
nized, and the relations and interests of the 
United States with such nation adjusted. 


There remains the alternative forms 
of intervention to end the war, either 
as an impartial neutral by imposing 
a national compromise between the 
contestants, or as the active aily of 
the one party or the other.

As to the first, it is not to be forgotten 
that during the last few months the rela- 
tion of the United States has virtually been 
one of friendlybinterveution in many ways, 
exch note of itself conclusive, but all tend- 
ing to the exertion of a potential influence 
toward an uitimate pacific result just and 
honorable to all interests concerned. 


spirit of al] our acts hitherto has been an 
earnest, unge desire for peace and 
prosperity in Cuba. untarnished by differ- 
ences between the United States and Spain 
and unstained by the blood of American 
citizens. 

The forcible intervention of the 
United States as a neutral, to stop the 
war according to the large dictates of 
humanity and following many histori- 
cal precedents where neighboring 
states havé interfered to check the 
hopeless sacrifices of life by inter- 
néecine conflicts beyond their borders, 
is justifiable on rational grounds. It 
involves, however, hostile constraint 
upon both the parties to the contest, 
as well as to enforce a truce as to 
guide the eventual settlement. 

The grounds for such intervention may be 
briefly summarized as follows: 

First—In the cause of humanity, and to 
put an end to the barbarities, bloodshed, 
starvation and horrible miseries now exist- 
ing there, and which the parties to the con- 
filet are either unable or unwilling to stop 
or mitigate. Tt is no answer to say this is 
all in another country, longing to anotn- 
er nation, and is, therefore, none of our 
business. It is especially our duty, for ft is 
right at our doors. 

Second—We owe it to our citizens in Cuba 
to afford that protection and indemnity for 
life and property which no government 
there can or Will afford, and to that end 
to terminate the conditions that deprive 
them of legal protection. 

Third—The right to intervene may be jus- 
tiled by the very serious injury to the com. 
merce, trade and business of our people and 
by the wantom destruction of property and 
devastation of the island. 

Fourth—and whieh is of the utmost im- 
portance for the present condition of af- 
fairs in Cuba is a constant menace to our 
peace, and entails upon this government 
enormous expense. ‘With such a eonflict 
waged for years in an island so near us, 
and with which our people have such trade 
and business relations—when the lives and 
liberty of our citizens are in danger and 
their property déstroyed and themselves 
ruined—where gur trading vessels are liable 
to seizure and are seized at our very door 
by warships of a foreign nation, the expe- 
ditions of filibustering that we are power- 
less to repress altogether and the irritating 
quéstions and entanglements thus arising— 
All these and others that I need not men- 
tion, with the resulting strained relations, 
are a constant menace to our peace and 
compel us to keep on a semi-war footing 
with a nation with which we are at peace.

has degenerated into a strife which mean 
nothing more than the nseless§ sacrifice 
of human life and the utter destruction of 
the very subject matter of the conflict, a 
situation will be presented in which our 
obligations to the sovereignty of Spain 
will be suspended by obligations which we 
can hardly hesitate to re@~gnize and dis- 
charge.”’ 


Refers to His Message. 


In my annual message to congress, De- 
cember last, speaking on this question, J 
said: 

“The near future will demonstrate wheth- 
er the indispensable condition of a right- 
eous peace, just alike to the Cubans and 
to Spain, as well as equitable te all our 
interests so intimately involved in the wel- 
fare of Cuba..is likely to be attained. If 
not, the exigency of further and other ac- 
tion by the United States will remain to 
be taken. When that time comes that ac- 
tion will be determiyed in the line of in- 
dispensable right and duty.

“Sure of the right, keeping free from all 
offense ourselves, actuated only by upright 
and patriotic considerations, moved neither 
by passion nor selfishness, the government 
will continue its watchful care over the 
rights and property of American cit!zens, 
and will abate none of its efforts to bring 
about by peaceful agencies a peace which 
shall be honorable and enduring. If it 
Shall hereafter appear to be a duty im- 
posed by our obligations to ourselves, to 
civilization and humanity to ‘Jntervene 
with force, it shall be without fault on our 
Part and only because the necessity for 
such action will be so clear as to command 
the support and approval of the civilized 
world.’ 

The long trial has proved that the ob- 
ject for which Spain has waged the war 
cannot be attained. The fire of insurrec- 
tion may flame or may smoulder with 
varying seasons, but it has not been, and 
it is plain that it cannot be, extinguished 
by present methods. The only hope of re- 
lief and repose from a condition which 
can no longer be endured is the enforced 
pacification of Cuba. In the name of hu- 
manity, in the name of civilization, in be- 
half of endangered American interests 
which give us the right and the duty to 
speak and to act, the war in Cuba must 
stop. 

In view of these facts and these condi- 
tions | ask congress to authorize and em- 
power the president to take measures to 
secure a full and final termination of hos- 
tilities between the government of Spain 
and the people of Cuba and to secure in the 
island the establishment of a Stable gov- 
ernment capable of maintaining order and 
observing its internativnal obligations, en- 
suring peace and tranquility and the ge- 
curity of its citizens, as well as our own, 
and to use the military forces of the United 
States as may be necessary for these pur- 
poses. 

And in the interest of humanity and to 
aid in preserving the lives of the starving 
people of the istand, I recommend that the 
distribution of food and supplies be con- 
tinued, and that an appropriation be made 
out of the public treasury to supplement 
the charity of our citizens. The issue is 
now with congress. It is a solemn respon- 
sibility. I have exhausted every effort to 
relieve the intolerable condition of affairs 
which is at our doors. Prepared to exe- 
cute every obligation imposed upon me 
by the constitution and the law, I await 
your action. 

Yesterday, and since the preparation of 
the foregoing messege, official mforma- 
tion was received by me that the latest 
decree of the queen regent of-Spain di- 
rects General Blanco, in order to prepare 
and facilitate peace, to proclaim a 6us- 
pension of hostilities, the duration and 
details of which have not been communi- 
cated to me. 

This fact, with every other 
consideration, will, I am sure, have your 
just and careful attention in the solemn 
deliberations upon which you are about to 
enter, If this measure attains a successful 
result, then our aspirations as a Christian 
peace-loving people will be realized. 

If it fails, it will be only another justifi- 
cation for our contemplated action.

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SENATORS ARE BADLY DIVIDED. 


Members Are Not Inclined To View 
Message Same Way. 
Washington, April 11.-—-Notwithstanding 
th eearly adjournment of the senate today, 
many of the senators remained about the 
capitol during the afternoon discussing the 
aituation in the senate chamber and com- 
mittee roems. The committe? on foreign 
relations was in session. The members 
vho irdorse the president’s course, gener- 
ally known as conservatives, were in con- 
ference in the rooms of the committee on 
rules and several :inembers of the democrat- 
te steering committee were consulting in 
the democratic caucus room ‘in’ the senate 
with some democratic leaders of the house, 

including Mr. Bailey. 

The foreign relations committee sat for 
about three hours and after the formal 
meeting had concluded the repubiican mem- 
bers held a conference. at which they con- 
s‘dered the possibility of securing unani- 
mous action on their part. The committee 
as such did not reach a conclusion, nor 
even a decision as to whether a report 
should be made tomorrow. One reason for 
pastponement of action is that the commit. 
tee desires before reporting to hear Con- 
sul General Lee. who has informed the 
chairman that he can be with them tomor-. 
row. 

The conclusion of the committee may de- 
pend upon what General Lee places be- 
fore it. 

Several members of ghe committee were 
inclined to criticise the course of the presi- 
dent’s reference to Spain's proffer of an 
armistice in Cuba. This, they say, goes 
far towards removing the cause for inter- 
vention and some went so far in this con- 
nection to say that in view of the mention 
of thig fact and of the president’s opposi- 
tion to the recognition of either independ- 
ence or belligerent rights, nothing was left 
for this country but to declare war. 

Another development was that some of 
the senators who had, previous to the re- 
ceipt of the message, indicated a willing- 
ness to conform to the president's wishes 
and to confine the action of congress to 
a declaration for intervention, had ex- 
ehanged their opinion and were now if- 
clined to the original position for inde- 
pendence coupled with intervention and it 
was stated by one of the senators that the 
resolutions reported would in all proba- 
bilitv contain at least a recognition of the 
right of the Cuban people to freedom and 
independence. 

The conservative republican senators were 
not slow in recognizing the fact that the 
movement to secure support for the presi- 
dent’s position had lost ground since the 
receipt of the message. They did not, how- 
ever, manifest any abatement in their de- 
termination to stand by the president in 
the senate and to oppose by debate or 
otherwise any proposition looking to more 
radical action than the executive desired. 
They manifested great interest in the pro- 
ceedings of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, but owing to the strict secrecy main- 
tained by this committee, were not able 
to secure information of consequence. The 
conservatives say they will continue their 
efforts to secure harmonious action and to 
prevent any division on the question be- 
fore the world, either in congress or be- 
between congress and the administration. 

At the democratic conference the mes- 
sage was sharply criticised, and while there 
was much difference of opinion and no 
conclusion reached as to the course to be 
pursued, there is no doubt that resolutions 
recognizing the independence of the Cubans 
will be introduced by democrats in both 
They probably will be 
presented tomorrow.

TO BE INSPECTED 


The Soldiers Will Be Placed on a War 
Footing. 


CANDLER BEGUN INSPECTION 


He Finished with Nearly Half His 
Regiment Yesterday. 


ORDER IS OF IMPORTANT SIGNIFICANCE 


Inspection Is To Determine Just What 
the Government Must Furnish 
the State Volunteers. 


The commanders of regiments of state 
volunteers in Georgia were yesterday morn- 
ing instructed to make an immediate and 
thorough inspection of all the troops in 
the state, and to report the exact condi- 
tion of the troops in the matter of equip- 
ment, with a view to placing soldiers on 
a war footing. 

Colonel John S. Candler, commanding the 
Fifth Georgia regiment, at once begun tife 
inspection of his, regiment, and last night 
the work was more than half finished. 
Yesterday evening Colonel Candler, assisted 
by Captain Bradley, Captain Woodside and 
Lieutenant Malvern Hill, made a thorough 
inspection of four companies, Company, K, 
Company B, the signal corps and the ma- 
chine ‘gun battery. He found the compa- 
nies fairly well equipped in the matter of 
arms, but almost entireiy deficient in over- 
coats, pouches and blankets. 

Today the work of inspection will be 
finished. Colenel Candler is so busy as to 
make it impossible for him to visit the 
surrounding towns to inspect the var.ous 
companies of his regiment, and he has 
detailed officers of his regiment to do the 
work of inspection. Major Wicoxin went to 
Newnan yesterday to inspect the Newnan 
yuards, and today he will inspect the com- 
panies at LaGrange. Major Kendrick i[n- 
spected the Barnesville troops yesterday, 
and will inspect the Griffin Guards this 
morning. Captain Nash went to Marietta 
last night to inspect the troops of that 
town. 

The work of inspection, while it seems of 
no significance in itself, means that the 
troops are to be placed upon a war footing 
so that they can be sent to active service 
at a moment's notice. The different colo- 
nels in the state will report at once upon 
the needs of their regiments and the gov- 
ernment will supply all that is needed. 

Acting Adjutant General Brown is partic- 
ularly anxious for the troops to be supplied 
with clothing fit for service on the field, 
and shoes suitable to long marches. In hig 
letters to Colonel Candler and the other 
colonels he strongly urges.them to see that 
the soldiers are supplied with broad, ser- 
viceable shoes. 

Colonel Candler etates that the Fifth reg- 
iment is fairly well supplied with guns, but 
entirely new outfits of overcoats, blankets, 
Pouches and mess outfits are needed. 

Letter to Colonel Candler. 


The following is a copy of the letter 
sent to Colonel Candler by Adjutant Gen- 


eral Brown: 

“Colonel John 8S. Candler, Commanding 
Officer Fifth Georgia Regiment—Sir: In 
inclosing you~ the accompanying order I 
have the honor to inform you that no in- 
timation has been received from the war 
department indicating an intention to call 
out the volunteer forces of the state, be- 
yond stating in answer to an inquiry from 
the governor that in the event of them 
being called out into active service they 
would be properly armed and equipped 
before being sent into the field, but as cir- 
cumstances point strongly to a condition 
of hostilities between the United States 
and Spain, it is directed that you use every 
means to make your command as effec- 
tive as possible and to this end you are 
authorized to visit the stations of all your 
companies for the purpose of investigating 
their condition and giving such personal 
instructions as may best accomplish this 
result. The expenses thus incurred -will 
be paid by this office upon receipt of the 
account duly certified to by you. 

“The method of putting into execution 
this order is left to your discretion. It is 
suggested that frequent meetings of the 
companies be held for drills and instruc- 
tions; that attention be cailed to the im- 
portant item of footwear, to the end that 
every man be provided with a broad, ser- 
viceable pair of shoes; that note be taken 
of what each cOmpany has in the matter 
of mess and kitchen furniture and that 
deficiencies in equipments such ag belts, 
blankets, bags, haversacks, canteens, etc. 
This information shouid be on hand to be 
immediately communicated to this office 
and to the war department. Please _re- 
quire enlistment of each company and 
forward a brief statement of them to this 
office. Copies of general order No. 4 have 
been sent direct to all the companies of 
your command, 

“I inclose a copy of a letter addressed to 
the secretary of war by the governor on 
April 2d. No reply has been received up 
to this time. The statement that the war 
department would arm and equip volun- 
teers before sending them into service was 
In reply to another communication. Very 
truly yours, OSCAR J. BROWN, 
“Acting Adjutant General.”’ 


General Order No. 4. 
The general order No. 4 referred to in 
the letter is ag follows: 


“State of Georgia, Adjutant General’s 
Office. Atlanta, April 9, 1898.—General Or- 
ders No. 4. 

e * Commanders of regiments, umas- 
signed battalions and batteries of the Geor- 
gia volunteers, are hereby directed to in- 
crease the enlistment of their companies 
to a number noi to exceed seventy-five men 
and will use every effort to place their 
commands in as efficient condition for ac- 
4 service as the means at hand will al- 
Ow. 

“2. In making these enlistments company 
rules requiring a period of probation will 
be set aside, but strict attention will be 
paid to the physical condition of recruits, 
and enlistments will be confined to those 
between the ages of eighteen and forty- 
five years. . 

“3. Company commanders will prepare 
lists of members of their companies whw 
are disqualified physicaly, by age or other- 
wise, for active service, and file them 
with their regimental or battalion com- 
manders for the action of this office in 
case of hostilities. 

“4. In the event of the troops of this 
state being called into active service, in- 
formation has been received that the war 
department will properly arm and. equip 
them before they are sent into the field.

THINK IT AN IDLE DOCUMENT 


They Believe, However, That Hostili- 
ties Will Resuit. 


OPINIONS DIFFER ON MATERIAL POINTS 


President Is Commended for His Cau- 
tious Tone and Censured for the 
Message’s Vagueness. 


London, April 12.~The Madrid correspond- 
ent of The Standard says the most impor- 
tant feature in the new stage of the rela- 
tions between Spain and the United States 
is the fact that Spain, having granted, at 
the request of the pope and the powers, a 
suspension of hostilities, which she had 
pers:stently refused to grant when Presi- 
dent McKinley suggested it, the American 
governent and diplomacy now consider 
their hands free, as they were no party 
to the arrangement made by the pope and 
the powers with Spa'n. 

Their contention is that Spain, having 
taken upon herself te grant uncondition- 
ally this suspension of hostilities, without 
any mutual agreement or mutual condi- 
tions between the American and the Span- 
ish governments, nothing can be asked 
or expected from America, who will merely 
look on to see what comes out of this 
sort of armistice and of any negotiations 
between the Cuban autouomist government 
and the insurgents. 

When, in time, events allow fhe United 
States to judge of the results of a sus- 
pension of hostilities and of the negotia- 
tions as to home rule, America will con- 
Sider herself free to act in accordance 
with American interests and to ins st oli a 
permanent settlement of the Cuban™ques- 
tion to secure peace in Cuba; and all, sim- 
ply because President McKinley tmade no 
engagements for the present or the future 
with the pope and the European powers, 
who are alleged to have spontaneously in- 
duced Spain to grant the suspension of 
hostilities, 

This must be borne in mind in order to 
understand why most of the pending ques- 
tions between the two countries stand just 
where they were a week ago. 

The only clear result attained, as the 
Madrid government well knows, is the 
indefinite postponement of a rupture, if the 
American congress ‘indorses the view of 
President McKinley and leaves him with 
full powers to decide upon the best course 
to follow according to the march of 
events. 


Thinks the Message Strong. 

The Daily News, commenting editorially 
upon the president’s message to congress, 
says: 

“The message is a vigorous and able doc- 
ument. Undoubtedly it means war, unless 
Spain agrees to make final terms with the 
insurgents and to recall her troops from 
Cuba. It must convince Europe that the 
cause for Americaw 4rtervention is a very 
strong one. President McKinley’s refusal 
to recognize the independence of Cuba on 
the ground that it would nullify America's 
Claim to interfere is sound sense and a 
Staggerer for the jingoes, but Spain must 
loyally co-operate with him if war is to be 
averted.’’ 


The Standard \ Says: 


“The undisguised disappointment of the 
jingoes at the subdued and cautious tone 
of the message canyot fail to cheer the 
friends of peace. Assuming en obligation 
to send the message at all, one could hard- 
ly have been drafted on lines less calcu- 
lated to cause superfluous offense. It is a 
pity, however, looking to the attitude of 
Spain, that President McKinley could not 
have further postponed the message.” 


The Times says: 


“The message is not couched in harsh 
language, though it leads up to a policy 
which involves harsh judgment, although 
one justified by the sentiment of the civi- 
lized world on the treatment of Cuba.’”’ 


After expressing a feir that Spain’s of- 
fer of an ermistice comes too late The 
Times comments upon the “grave responsi- 
bility which President McKinley throws 
upon congress,’’ it thinks that if debate 
could be suspended for a week there might 
be a chance of peace, and it expresees re- 
gret that President McKinley “surrendered 
his initiative,” adding: 


“He was fully entitled to keep the ques- 
tion in his Own hands and ‘ies to ave

The Morning Post Says: 
“Message Is Vague. 


“The studious vaguenese of the message, 
except in that it plainly notifies Spain to 
choose between war and the abandonment 
of Cuba to such a future as may seem good 
to the United States, tells the world gur- 
prisingy littie.

Bound To Lead to War. 

The Daily Graphic thinks the president's 
message is bound to lead to war. It says:

But the duty of the 
United States lies not the less in the path 
now marked out for her by the president.” 

The Daily Mail and The Daily Telegraph 
admit that the message leaves the question 
of immediate war undetermined, but de- 
clare the eventuality of war certain. “as it 
is impossible for Spain to accept the only 
conditions which will avert war.” 

The Berlin correspondent of The Times, 
with reference to the German government's 
protestations of absolute neutrality, says:

McClelland To Be Chief Justice. 


THE CONTEST WAS INTENSE 


Gossip of Events from Various Election 
,» Returns Over the State. 


COUNTY POLITICS FIGURED IN THE RACE 


Latest News from Sections of the State 
Where the Contest Was Lively. 
Campaign Will Be Lively. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 11.—(Special.)— 
The returns from the democratic primaries 
held in Alabama last Saturday are by no 
means all of record, but the political lead- 
ers here appear to unite in the opinion 
that McClellan is nominated by an easy 
riajority for chief justice, and that Dowd- 
¢ll, Haralson, Sharp and Tyson have been 
nominated for associate justices. 

The composite opinion of the political 
calculators here is that in the state con- 
vention McClellan will have 317 votes and 
Coleman 187. This estimate allows Cole- 
man the whole of the first and sixth dis- 
tricts—Lauderdale, Calhoun, Hale, Perry, 
Cleburne and several other counties from 
which the returns have not been received. 

It is conceded that Judge Coleman has 
carried the western third of the state al- 
most to a county. It is acknowledged that 
he has made the best possible record at 
the polls that a democrat who favors the 
gold standard could have made in Alabama 
at this time. 

It is also apparent from the returns that 
the old alignments in west Alabama stand. 
The statement that Judge Coleman’s name 
will not go before the convention is en- 
tirely gratuitous. It is almost certain that 
he will be placed in nomination and cause 
a record to be made of his strength. 

The only way he can help his friends 
who aspire to other nominations by the 
convention is to hold his forces together 
to the last. No credence is placed in the 
intimation that Judge Coleman may aban- 
don the contest for chief justice and stand 
for re-election as associate justice. The 
insinuation is indignantly denied by his 
friends.

IN THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


The Prudential has had too much McNall 
in Kansas and has given notice that it will 
withdraw as soon as its affairs in that 
state can be wound up. 

The war clouds have rolled by up at 
Nashville. There has been trouble up there 
for months. First, the local board's ex- 
penses were too high to suit the compa- 
nies which had them to pay ané€ a reduc- 
tion was ordered. That was refused, but 
afterwards the assistant secretary’s posi- 
tion was abolish<«d and one or two other 
changes were made and a compromise was 
almost patched up. 

The local board members wanted the Con- 
tinentah to come in and outside influence 
finally aecomplished that. Then it was 
charged that other agents began to cut 
rates. On the Vanderbilt university line, 
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recently written, one agent who resigned 
his membership in the board, quoted rates 
to the university management which were 
below tariff rates. He got the business, 
taking it away from a number of agents 
who had been carrying it for vears. When 
this was discovered, the companies took the 
matter in hard, and those losing the busi- 
ness requested that a sub-committee from 
the governing board be sent to Nashville 
to investigate thoroughly the matter and 
any other irregularities, ig any such ex- 
isted. 

The result of this investigation was that 
all the offending agents were instructed a 
few days ago to cancel their lines on 

the Vanderbilt university and on the 
Warren-Neely risk, which had been a bone 
of contention for some time. The compa- 
nies carrying the lines on these two risks 
absolutely declined to carry them longer 
at the cut nate, and through the members 
of the governing committee, instructed the 
agents to take up the policies within fif- 
teen days.

The hotel inhabitants who were fleeced 
by him are making careful investigations 
concerning this mysterious individual, and 
it is probable something startling will de- 
velop from his past life.

MURDER CASES. POSTPONED

SECOND OFFENSE MEANS THE JAIL | 


Judge Candler Says Grand Jury Should 
Indict Property Owners Where 
Houses Are Located. 


ANY small cases were disposed of 
M before Judge Candler yesterday in 
the criminal branch of the superior 
court. The murder trials of Manning and 


Cox were postponed on account of the 
illness of Solicitor Hill, who, on account 


of his throat, was not able to conduct the | 


prosecution. 

The witnesses in the Pearl Manning case 
were present, and both sides were ready, 
but was postponed until \tomorrow, when 
it will probably be heard. 

The case of John Cox, who was charged 
with the murder of John L. Conley, at 
East Point, was called. The state an- 
nounced that it was not ready on account 
of Solicitor Hill's physical condition, and 
that he would not be able to try the case 
this week. The defendant and his witnesses 
were present, but upon the announcement 
of the solicitor that the case would not 
be tried, were all excused for the term. 

It will be remembered that Cox was em- 
ployed as a guard for some land near East 
Point that Mr. Conley had been litigating 
about. One evening just before dark Mr. 
Cox and Mr. Conley met in the middle of 
the road in front of the property, and the 
killing occurred. Deputy Sheriff Trimble 
and Mr. J. B. McConnell were the oniy 
eye-witnesses, and both stated that Conley 
made an attack on Cox with a stick before 
the shooting took place. The state claims 
that the killing was unprovoked. A large 
number of witnesses were present on both 
sides. The state was represented by Mr. 
Tinnie W. Rucker and Solicitor Hill. The 
defendant’s counsel are Messrs. L. Z. Ros- 
ser, . Judge J. T. Pendleton aud Arnold & 
Arnold. 

Among the number of small cases which 
were disposed of were two cases against 
women, who run immoral houses, for sell- 
ing whisky without a license, Mesdames 
Willie Burton and Belle Burton. The for- 
mer was fined $100 and the latter $25, as she 
said she had sold her house, and was not 
in the business any longer. 

Judge Candler took occasion to roast 
these women for the practice of selling in- 
toxicating drinks in their houses, and said 
that he was going to put a stop to it. He 
said that for the second offiense he would 
not impose a fine, but would send the 
women to jail. 

Judge Candler continued, and said that 
the women who did this were not the most 
culpable of all others. He said the owners 
of the property where the houses were, and 
who collected large rents, were the ones 
that should be indicted. 

He criticized the grand jury for not in- 
dicting these landlords. He said they were 
not true to their oaths as grand jurors if 
they did not investigate these cases and 
return into the court true Dills against 
owners. 

It is probable that at the next session 
of the grand jury some indictments may 
be made out against proprietors of the 
property, and that being the case, 
according to Judge Candler’s promise, he 
will impose some heavy fines to be paid. 

The judge said he had been talking of 
this a long time, but would continue until 
the wrong was righied.

Our Caught Contemporary. 
The rage of The Macon Telegraph over 
The Constitution’s remarks on the secret 


couference held in its editorial rooms by* 


two democratic candidates for governor, 
is amazing. In its fury it flings epithets 
in all directions. Those who refer to 
the secret conference are “demagogues 
and mountebanks;” they are “insane.” 
To mention it is to circulate a “trans- 
parent fake,” to indulge in “personal and 
partisan journalism,” and “wrathful mis- 
representations,” 

‘l‘his amazing display of fury would be 
absurd even if The Constitution made a 
mistake in stating that Messrs, Berner 
and Atkinson met in the office of The 
Macon Telegraph for the purpose of 
holding a conference on matters con- 
nected with their campaign against Can- 
dler. It is net only amazing but in- 
conceivable. There is nothing what- 
ever in the suggestion, or in the charge, 
to account for the hot anger of The Tel- 
egraph. And vet the display of temper 
is not without its place in the chain of 
circumstantial evidence; it is a very im- 
portant link, in fact. 

It is easy to reason this matter out on 
the most natural grounds. Suppose we 
had seen a statement in The Macon Tele- 
graph to the effect rhat Candler and Ber- 
ner had met in the editorial rooms of 
The Constitution, and that, as no refer- 
ence to it had been made in our columns, 
the fact was suspicious; that here were 
two candidates colloguing together se- 
cretly to defeat Atkinson. Now, Sup- 
pose the statement in The Telegraph was 
groundless and absurd, would The Con- 
stitution treat it as an absurdity, or as in 
the nature of a personal attack? If ab- 
surd, the absurdity could better be’ de- 
monstrated in a good-humored way. 

But suppose the charge was true. Irri- 
tation at its discovery and disclosure 
would at once cana ae place of good 
humor, and we should proceed, though 
we hope in a more genteel and delicade 
manner than The Telegraph has seen 
fit to display, to give the offending news- 
paper a dressing-down; albeit, we should 
know that every word we said would be 
interpreted by intelligent minds as a 
tribute to that newspaper’s sagacity. 

The Telegraph says it did note the 
presence of the two candidates in town. 
We searched the paper diligently but 
failed to find the notice; but the real 
point is this. Did our contemporary an- 
nounce that these distinenished demo- 
crats had met and conferred? If not, 
why not? It is usual, it is customary: 
it is, as you may say, tthe habit of editors 
to do this very thing. It is paving tri- 
bute for tribute. Why did The Tele- 
graph omit the usual conventional no- 
tice in this instance? With such a 
command .of abusive epithets, he surely 
could have found a word or two to show 
why he neglected to mention that his of- 
fice had been selected by two distin- 
guished candidates as the place to which 
they should proceed for the purpose of 
talking over the situation. 

Surely, it would have been false pride 
for a paper which has denounced demu- 
crats as the players of “the biggest and 
boldest bunko game” in our history to 
announce to the publie that it had been 
sought out by two distinguished demo- 
crats who called on it to pay their re- 
spects. The fact that the two distin- 
guished democrats did call on The Tel- 
egraph and meet while under roof, 
and the further fact that all reference 
to this meeting was suppressed so far as 
our contemporary is concerned, certainly 
constitutes the most plausible ground 
for saying that the meeting was intended 
to be a secret one. The suspicion that 
has been aroused is not to be put down 
by abusive epithets or malicious allu- 
sions. 

The Telegraph proceeds as if some 
criminal charge had been made against 
the two distinguished eandidates. We 
have merely said that circumstances 
point to the fact that there was a se- 
cret conference in the office of our con- 
temporary. There was a meeting, as is 
acknowledged. ‘Was it secret? Well, 
it was not announced; the fact that the 
two dandidaites met and conferred was 
not announced in The Telegraph. Does 
anybody who knows the ways of politi- 
cians think that injustice has been done 
by the statement, on the evidence we 
have adduced, that there was a secret 
conference between the two candidates? 

The Telegraph declares The Constitu- 
tion is “hounding honorable and distin- 
guished democrats.” IT iddiesticks! The 
phrase is weighty and _ pretentious 
enough to increase suspicion. It is out 
of all proportion with the matter in

Quoting President Jackson. 

In the so-called war message of Presi- 
dent McKinley, his elaborate quotations 
from the messages of President Jackson 
strongly remind the reader of the adage 
that even the devil can quote scripture. 

The purpose of President McKinley, 
in the quotations which he has made, is 
to show that previous presidents have 
withheld their official actions until the 
course of nature rendered them unneceés- 
sary. According to the international 
ethics which he would thus establish, 
the kingdom of France was guilty of a 
crime against civilization in having re- 
cognized the revolting colonies of Great 
Britain. ‘These colonies, it will be re- 
membered, had not established their 
rigat to national existence, and at the 
‘period of French intervention the armies 
of England had been by no means driven 
from tthe field. Then (the attempt is 
made by the president to prove that ata 
crucial period in the history of the Texan 
struggle for freedom, the United States 
had given assent to tae monstrous doc- 
trine that a struggling people were never 
to be helped, no matter what were the 
claims of political affinity or human sym- 
pathy. until the period had arrived’ at 
which they needed no help. 

lie quotes liberally those extracts in 
which President Jackson felt himself 
inclosed within the meshes of tradition, 
and hesitated to express his true feelings, 
which are to be better judged by his ac- 
tive record as a general in the fleld. 

Now what are the facts? 

An answer to this question will de- 
monstrate that President MeKinlev has, 
by indirection, falsely stated the position 
ofthis distinguished predecessor. In 1836 
the relations between Mexico and the 
revolting province of Texas had reached 
an acute stage, The republic of Texas 
Was clamoring for. recognition in the 
family of nations, and looked with espe- 
cial confidence toward the friendly co- 
operation of the United States. At that 
time Andrew Jackson was president. 
He was still the invincible Jackson 
whose deeds of valor had won for him 
two elections to the presidency of the 
United States. In that high office he 
found himself beset by precedents which 
he could not very well set aside. The 
young republic, in order to gain and 
maintain membership in the family of 
nations, had to consent to that interna- 
tional law which was framed by tvrants 
for the protection of tyrants. It may 
well be imagined that this most Ameri- 
can of the presidents was restive under 
such limitations, and that while he 
might have been forced to give an out- 
ward recognition to the conditions prece- 
dent, he still had the hope that the shell 
would. be broken as well as the courage 
to assist in the act when the time came. 
In his message on December 5, 1836, he 
recalled the jealousy wiih which the 
world abroad would watch the action of 
the United States, especially in view of 
the fact that the Texan republic was 
seeking admission into the union, and 
thus the United States would be charged 
“with ambitious designs 
policy.”

3, 1837, just three months after his orig- 
inal message had been sent in. In that 
message, addressed ‘‘to the seNate of the 
Untied States,” President Jackson said: 

In My message to congress of the 21st of 
December tast, I laig before that body 
without reserve my views concerning the 
recognition of the independence of Texas, 
with a report of the agent employed by the 
execulive to obtain information in 
to the condition of that country. 

Since that time the gubjec; 
peatedly discussed in 
legislatura. 
‘ These have resulted in the 
insertion of a clause jin the general appro- 
priation law passed by both houses. provid- 
ing for the outfit and salary of a diplomatic 
agent to be sent to the republic of Texas, 
whenever the presideMt of the United 
States may receive Satisfactory evidence 
that Texas is an independent power, and 
Shall deem it expedient to appoint such 
minister; and in the adoption of a resolu- 
tion by the senate, the eonstitutional ad- 
visers of the executive on the diplomatic 
intercourse of the United States with for. 
eign powers, expressing the opinion that: 

“The state of Texas having established 
and maintained an independent govern- 
ment, capable of performing those duties. 
foreign and domestic, which appertain to 
independent governmenis, and it appearing 
that there is no longer any REASONABLE 
PROSPECT OF THE SUCCESSFUL 
PROSECUTION OF THE WAR BY MEX- 
ICO against said state, it is expedient and 
proper and in conformity with the laws of 
nations and the practice of this govern- 
ment in like cases, that the independent 
political existence of said state be av- 
kKnowledged by the. government of the 
United States.” 


Here let it be known that no pride of 
opinion prevented the immortal Presi- 
dent Jackson from accepting the dictum 
of congress in declaring that the time 
for recognition of the independence of a 
siruggling people was when the parent 
nation thad ‘‘no reasonable prospect of 
the successful prosecution of war.’ It 
was just like Andrew Jackson, whose 
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heart bled for the common people and 
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Listening with all due respect | 


whose devotion to the principles of hu- 
man liberty was inherent, to throw aside 
whatever preconceived notions he may 
have had; and to declare: 

“Regarding these proceedings as a 
virtual decision of question submitted 
by me to congress, I think it my duty 
to acquiesce therein, and, therefore, I 
name Alcee LaBranch, of Louisiana, to 
be charge d’affaires to the republic of 
Texas.” 

In this paragraph, the last one written 
and signed with the name of Andrew 
Jackson, he recognized the independence 
of Texas. In reaching that recognition 
upon the basis laid’ down by congress, 
the American doctrine of internaitional 
law supplanted the old, and by that ac- 
tion igs Andrew Jackson to be judged 
and not by previous arguments which he 
lived to disavow. Iit is notorious that 
the republic of Texas ‘had not won such a 
victory as President McKinley now ,de- 
clares must be won by a revolting people 
before they altre entitled to recognition. 
Their borders continued to be har- 
assed by Mexicam encroachments; 
until finally the republic was. merged 
into the United States, and even then 
our government had to inaugurate a 
bloody war in order to effectually defeat 
the persistent Mexican forces, 

This being the true and established 
policy of the United States, will the con- 
gress of 1897 be as true to its mission as 
was that of 1887? And when that con- 
gress shall have spoken, will President 
McKinley be the man to stand in the 
footsteps of Andrew Jackson, and to de- 
clare in favor of human liberty as against 
the combined despotism of the world?

the desired end. By geo doing the mer- 
chants and shippers and insurance compa- 
nies will be mutually benefited, The lead- 
ing cotton merchants in England are wait- 
ing the result of my vyisit, and to speak 
frankly, the rates of insurance wili be 
largely determined on what I accomplish 
here.

‘On to Khartoum!’’ 

Jf0On to Khartoum!” is the war cry 
which comes from the heart of the dark 
continent—"‘On to Khai toum!”’ 

While Spain is on the eve of losing 
Cuba, Great Britain apparently is on the 
eve of extending her damain in: Africa. 
Within another mowoth her troops may 
be triumphantly encamped upon the ter- 
ritory of the Soudan, 

Several days ago news came to hand 
announcing that British and Egyptian 
troops under Sir Herbert Kitahener’s 
command, had tvepulsed the dervishes 
with great loss at Shandy. Since that 
time another most decisive.victory has 
been achieved, and now it seems that 
Khartoum is the only native stronghold 
which yet remains tto be reduced. Sir 
Herbert Kitchener is confident that vic- 
tory awaits the vigorous assault which 
he intends to make upon Khartoum. He 
states that his soldiers are in good trim, 
and that svecess is. well-nigh inevitable. 
Wien this stronghold is reduced there 
will be nothing further to bleck the en- 
trance of the ‘troops imto the Soudan. 

If Khartoum is «educed, Great Britain 
will succeed not only in her resolution to 
avenge the death of General Chinese Gor- 
don, but also in her seheme to consider- 
ably augment the size of her African do- 
main. 

While her nominal purpose in under- 
taking the present expedition is to an- 
nex the Soudan to Kgypt, her real pur- 
pose, in the course of time, 
is to annex both to her pos- 
sersions, When _ tthe wealth and 
area of the Soudan are considered, Great 
Britain’s desire to secure it occasions no 
surprise. In area, the Soudan is almost 
half the size of the United States, and in 
the richness of its soil is capable of great 
development. With this domain annexed 
to her African possessions, Great gBrit- 
ain’s mastery cf the dark continent 
would be supreme. 

In spite of the absorbing nature of the 
crisis which confronts us at this time, we 
cannot fail to mcte with deep interest the 
progress of developments in Africa. 

‘ ieiheaeliia 
The Decline of Spain. 

Two hundred and fifty years ago Spain 
reveled in ‘.he clover of imperial opu- 
lence. Her splendid possessions belted 
almost the entire globe. _ In addition to 
the greater portion of the western hem- 
isphere she also owned the Netherlands 
and cther seattered fragments of ‘the 
earth’s crust. Gteat Britain wae no 
match for ‘ther in territorial prestige. 

But what has become cf the superb 
empire which once belonged to this 
Croesus of the nations? One by one her 
colonies have epurned her yoke until 
now but three alone remain to her, viz, 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. 
Ere another decade has elapsed each of 
these May be enrolled among the sepa- 
rate and independent nations of the 
earth. Cuba is already on the border 
line of freedom, and Porto Rico and the 
Philippines are just behind her. 

Spain lost her firet imperial colony 
when the Netherlands broke loose from 
her in 1648. While the sacrifice of this 
comnaratively unimportant stronghold 
hile ad 
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was not great in #self considered, it 
marked the entering wedge of her co- 
lonial downfall. Since halt ‘time she 
has met with numberless disasters, and 
fate has been unalterably against her. 
In succession Mexico, Chile, Argentina, 
Colombia, Brazil, ‘Beuador, the Central 
American republics, Bolivia, Peru and the 
various other strongholds ofthe western 
hemisphere over which the flag of Spain 
once waved, have each succeeded in es- 
tablishing their independence. Wihat 
made these colonies revolt? We answer 
—despotism. Spain's treatment of her 
colonies has always borne the marks of 
tyranny and selfishness. In dealing with 
them she has never once betrayed the 
least semblance of parental love. She has 
only sought to make them tributary to 
her coffers, This explains the revdlu- 
tionary spirit which her sway has con- 
tinually aroused. Had she employed 
gentle instead of arbitrary measures in 
dealing with her colonies, she might to- 
day be peerless in the sweep of her im- 
perial scepter. Her flag might be to- 
day the synonym of power in every port. 
But she hag been her own worst foe. Her 
despotism has recoiled upon itself. From 
power and opulence dhe thas declined 
into servility and pauperism. 

Such in brief is the story of Spain’s 
unhappy downfall. We cannot sympa- 
thize with her because of the atrocious 
crimes which she has perpetrated. We 
reserve our feeling of compassion for 
her victims, not for her.

About thirty men attended the 
was had in heavy order, with 
blanket, saber and al! other equipments, 
It was expected that the company would 
be given new carbines (to replace the old 
ones, but this was not done, The dril] was 
a very successful one and it proved that 
the troop needs but little practice to go 
into the field and engage in active hostilli- 
ties. 

The men gathered at the state capitol at 
2 o'clock and as soon as the first one was 
there a crowd began to assemble and in 
thirty minutes persons for several blocks 
around the capitol thought war had been 
declared ang the Georgia boys had been 
called upon to defend their country and the 
nation’s flag. 

The clinking of sabers, the menacing car- 
bines, the bright saddiery and uniforms, the 
prancing of steeds and the sounding of the 
bugle made an animated scene, arousing 
the patriotism of the crowd that cheered 
as the company went to the field fror prac- 
tice. 

The troop was drilled with carbines. both 
mounted and dismounted. The men Bay. it 
was the best drill that the company has 
ever had and attribute it to the promise of 
war and the hope that the company may 
in a Short time ald to protect American 
honor and avenge the victims of the Maine.

Quarantine Men Will Assemble in the 
Ballroom of Kimball House. 


GOOD MANY DELEGATES HERE 


Many. More Will Arrive on Early 
Morning and Noon Trains. 


WILL BE CALLED TO ORDER AT 10 O'CLOCK 


Rev. Dr. Landrum Has Been Invited 
To Open with Prayer—The Or- 
der of Exercises. 


Ta quarantine convention will meet 


in the ballroom of the Kimball house 
this morning at 10 o'clock and promi- 
nent health officers and physicians from all 
the southern states will be present. The 
indications point to a successful gathering. 

Many delegates arrived yesterday and are 
quartered at the Kimball, which will be 
headquarters for quarantine men during 
the convention. Others will come in on 
the early trains this morning, and by 
noon all the delegates will have arrived. 

Mayor Collier, chairman of the commit- 
tee on arrangements, will call the conven- 
tion to order. It is probable that Dr. H. 
B. Horlbeck, of Charleston, chairman of 
the programme committee, will be made 
permanent chairman. Dr. Landrum, pastor 
of the. First Baptist church, this city, has 
accepted an invitation to open the conven- 
tion with prayer this morning. 

Just how many delegates will be here is 
not known, but judging from the letters re- 
ceived in the last few days by Mayor Col- 
lier from prominent health men stating 
their intention of being present, it is prob- 
uble a large delegation will be here. 

Three sessions will be held today—morn- 
ing, afternoon and evening. An extensive 
programme has been prepared and the 
convention may be in session two or three 
days. The southern railroads will be 
largely represented. Surgeon General Wy- 
man, of the United States marine hospital 
service, who was expected to be present, 
has wired that owing to the ominous war 
clouds now floating over the country it 
will be impossible for him to be here. 

The Programme i. Full. 

Following is the full programme of the 
convention: 

Convention called to order by 
A. Collier, of Georgia, chairman 
committee on arrangements. 

Prayer. 

Nomination and election 
chairman and secretary, 

Chair to Appoint—First, a committee on 
credentials; second, a committee on per- 
manent organization, nominations, and reg- 
ular order of business. 

Committee on credentials 
lawful health officers: from the states of 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas, with full rights and 
privileges of convention, upon satisfactory 
evidence of their being such, and shall 
grant all privileges, except a vote, to mem- 
bers invited by the committee on arrange- 
ments. 

Report of the above committee. 

Election of a president; election of one 
vice president from each state entitled to 
representation in said convention: one sec- 
retary and one assistant secretary. 

Committee report for regular order of 
business, as follows: 

First—President to appoint a committee 
on plans and resolutions, with one member 
from each of the aforementioned states, to 
which all resolutions shall be referred with- 
out debate. All plans, codes and forms, 
after debate, shall be referred to this com- 
mittee, who shall have the right to report 
at any time on above subjects. In discuss- 
ing reports of this committee, no report 
shall be debated more than two hours. The 
member submitting a report shall have 
twenty minutes to open and ten minutes 
to close the debate, ‘and no other member 
of the convention shall speak more than 
five minutes to any one report. 

The hours of meeting shall be as follows: 
1 a. m. to 1p. m.: 3 p. m. to 6 p. m.; 8 p. 
m. to adjournment. 


The Order of Business. 


The regular order of the opening of each 
session will be the roll call of states, begin- 
ning with Virginia and proceeding geo- 
graphically in succession to Texas. After 
such roll call plans for codes, for rules 
and regulations, and forms for pratique, 
and health certificates, as specified by the 
call for the convention, may be submitted 
and read by members of the convention 
from the state called. and debated by the 
convention, after which the paper thus 
considered shall be referred to the commit- 
tee on plans and resolutions. No paper 
shall occupy more than twenty minutes in 
the reading of it, and debate thereon shal) 
close at the expiration of one hour from 
the beginning of the discussion, and no 
member shall speak more than five min- 
utes to any one question unless he secures 
unanimous consent. 

At each roll call the states whose allot- 
ted time has not expired shall be called 
first. That allotted time shall be two suc- 
cessive hours, nor shall it yield any of its 
unexpired time to members from. other 
states. 

All voting shall be done by states, and 
representatives of each state shall express 
their individuals views by prorating the 
ballot. 

Fach of the states above mentioned shall 
be entitled to as many votes as it has mem- 
bers present up to five in number, and 
no state shal]. cast more than five votes.

FATHER AND SON BURNED. 


Boy Was Found Dead in the Burning 
Dwelling. 

Greenville, S. C., April 11.—(Special.)—The 
home of Jacob Davis, at Pelzer, S. C., was 
totally destroyed by fire Saturday night, 
and his son, William Franklin Davis, four- 
teen years old, perished in the burning 
building.

QUITE A LARGE CROWD WAS IN ATTENDANCE

EVERAL hundred citizens of the first 
S = fifth wards assembled at Mays 

hall, on West (Mitchell street, last 
night to express their views on the action 
of council at last session in refusing 10 
appropriate the additional $15,000 for the 
Miteohel! street viaduct. 

When the call was issued it was for an 
indignation meeting. The cltizens of the 
first ward were greatly indignant over the 
attitude of certain councilmen, which it 
was then thought would be a deathblow 
to the bridge. Matters have taken a differ- 

> 

ent aspect since, however, and when the 
citizens learned there was etill a strong 
possibility of the $15,000 being passed at 
next session of council and that the mem- 
bers who apparently worked against the 
bridge at last session are for it. the tem 
peraiure in the first ward went down, and 
there was little if any spirit of indignation 
about the meeting last night. 

A set of resolutions were passed express- 
ing the earnest regret of the people of 
the first and fifth wards on account of the 
failure of council to pass the $15,000, and 
calling on council to make immediate pro- 
vision for this purpose. The meeting waé 
harmonious throughout, aml no word of 
denunciation was spoken against any vf the 
councilmen who voted against the appro* 
oriation at the last session of council. 

™. J. Dooly pré@sided amd J. R. Smita 
acted as Speeches were made 
by Messrs. Smith, J. L. Mayson. 
“M. T. LaHatte, Joel Hurt, J. B. Good- 
win and C. I. Branan. All spoke along 
conservative lines urging no hasty action 
until councilmen haq been given an op- 
portunity to show whether thev were really 
for the bridge or not. Mr. Mayson partic- 
ularly urged tht the citizens wait until 
the next session of council to see 1 the 
appropritation was nol passed. This seem- 
ed to be the sense of. the body, as iS €Vi- 
denced by the following resolutions, unari- 
mously adopted: 

“Resolved by the eitizens of the first 
and fifth wards, in mass meeting assembled, 

‘7 That this meeting expresses the earn- 
est regret of the citizens of the first and 
fifth wards, and especially of that portion 
of the wards lying West of the Central and 
Southern railroads, at the failure of the 
mayor and general council at its last meet- 
ing to place sufficient funds in the bridge 
appropriation to authorize the immediate 
letting of the contract for the construction 
of the Mitchell street viaduct. 

“? Tt is the sense of this meeting that 
the mayor and general council ought to 
mike immediate provisions for the con- 
struction of said viaduct, which is a great 
public necessity, the want of which has 
long retarded the development of the west- 
ern portion of the city. 3 

“2 That in the opinion of this meeting. 
the effort to have this viaduct constructed 
is so important that it ought to be consid- 
ered on its own merits, independently of 
and without reference to the public work 
of less importance, ahd the fact that the 
proposition to construct it is in harmony 
with the policy of the city heretofore ex- 
ercised in the building of other bridges in 
other portions of the city, we have faith 
and confidence that on further consideration 
the mayor and general council will provide 
for this great work. and thus relieve the 
condition of the long-suffering taxpayers 
of the large section of the city now with- 
out adequate facilities of travel and con- 
nection with the center of the city.

This Mas%n claims he has not misappro- 
priated and the reason he cannot show 
vouchers for the amount unaccounted for is 
because a fire in his house during his term 
of office destroyed many of them. 

Mason is now liable for prosecution. An 
indictment found by one of the recent 
grand juries is standing against him and 
under it he will probably be brought before 
the bar. His sureties will continue to fight 
the case, as the bond under which Mason 
was placed was avery heavy one.

International Sunday School Executive 
Committee Convenes Here. 


WILL ARRANGE FOR THE CONVENTION 


It Will Be Held in Atlanta Next Year 
and Will Be the Largest in the 
Organization’s History. 


The executive committee of the Inter- 
national Sunday School Association will 
hold its annual meeting in this city during 
this week. The members of the committee 
will arrive in the city today and tomorrow 
and the first session will be held tomorrow 
afternoon. 

The auditorium of the Young 
Christian Association has been selected 
for the first meeting of the committee. 
The meeting commences at ‘2 o’clock, and 
it is probable that the committee will re- 
main in session during the greater portion 
of the afternoon. The executive commit- 
tee consists of about seventy-five proml- 
nent Christian men. They come from every 
state and territory in the United States 
and from every province in British Amer-

ica. 

The committee is composed of such men 
as B. F. Jacobs, of Chicago; W. N. Harts- 
horn, of Boston; George W. Bailey, of 
Wenonah, N. J.; R. M. Scruggs, of St. 
Louis; Rev. H. M. Hamill, of Jacksonvill, 
Ill.; Hugh Cork, of Minneapolis; John Wan- 
amaker, of Philadelphia; Rev. R. South- 
erland, of Prince Edward Island; Seth P. 
Leet, of Montreal, and many others of no 
less distinction. 

The executive committee is meeting in 
this city in accordance with the custom 
established at the beginning of the organ- 
ization. The committee always meets in the 
citv in which a convention is to be held 
one year before the convention is assem- 
bled. This is for the purpose of arranging 
the details for the sessions of the conven- 
tion and to secure rates on transportation 
and for their reception at the meeting 
point. 

The International Sunday School con- 
vention meets in Atlanta in 1899, and it 
is probable that it will be the largest con- 
vention. ever held by the organization. 
The sessions have not been held in the 
south for a number of years, and last year 
when the delegates from this city made a 
bid for the convention the idea took like 
wild fire and practically all opposition was 
withdrawn. 

Five thousand delegates attended the 
convention in Boston last year, which was 
the largest convention ever held by the 
association, and it is thought that even 
a greater number will come to this city. 
Thursday morning the members of the 
committee will meet in the First Congre- 
gational church, colored, of which H. H. 
Proctor is pastor, to arrange for the work 
among the negroes of the south, especially 
in Georgia. 

This meeting will be of considerable .im- 
portance, and a number of the negro min- 
isters of the city will be in attendance 
to discuss the situation with the members 
of the committee. i@ work for the year 
among the negroes will be outlined, and 
it will be pushed until the time for the 
convention. 

A mass meeting of the Christian and Sun- 
day school workers of this city and vicinity 
has been called for next Thursday night 
in the auditorium of the First Baptist 
church, for the purpose of attending a re- 
ception’ tendered the committee. Mr, Asa 
G. Candler and Mr. W. 8S. Witham, who 
have the executive committee in charge, are 
particularly anxious that all the Chrigtian 
people meet the members. 

The committee will remain in session 
four days, and will hold meetings at dif- 
ferent places each day. They will be enter- 
tained during their stay in this city, and 
will enjoy their visit socially as well as 
officially.
